Dr. Wellington Koo, actirig’ Pre- | 


mier ond Minister .for forcign 
Affairs, In an interview with. for- 
elgn journalists in Peking last 
Monday, declared that the regime 


‘| of special privileges which had been 
[enjoyed by foreigners in the past 


was now regarded as a grievance 
all over China. a , 


The Chinesé Government felt 
that the Treatfes should be altered 
as early as possible. Dr. -Koo 
pointed out that he had several 
times in past years emphasized the 
need for making equality - and 
mutual respect a basis for Sino- 
foreign relations. They were now 
trying to revise the Treaties so as 
to eliminate unilateral and unfair 
fentures. : 


Groundless Fears. 


The Powers had declared that 
they recognized thé need for revi- 
sion, but Chinn’s lack of unity was 
given .as the reason -for not 
superseding the old by the new 
immediately, and fears were ex- 
pressed that if revision was now 
made, a change of Government 
might lead to repudiation of agree- 
ments. : ts 

This fear was ‘groundless, said 
Dr. Koo, for the demands for re- 
| vision were nation-wide ‘and not 
confined to any one party. ., Hence 
any “engagements regarding the 
abolition of unilateral provisions 
would be accepted by the whole 
country. . : 


bee Nat Anti-Foreign. 


The Chinese people had: been 
neeused of heing anti-foreign but 
this was not so. They only -ap- 
posed the special privileges of. for- 
cigners.' They were not unmiridful 
of what forelyners had done for 
China and appreciated the. help 
which had been given by foreign 
capital, machinery and in ‘other 
ways. : : 

‘Dr.: Koo said he hoped that 
Treaty revision would pe followed 
by a new era of genuine friendship 
and mutual benefit. The Sino, 
Belgian negotiations hadj . been 
going on upon a basis of mutual 
equality and respect for territorial 
sovereignty. An vunderstanding 
had been reached on very important 


questions and he tooked fortward to | 


an early and satisfactory conclu- 
sion.of the Treaty. ms 


China and Japan. 


Eight meetings had been held of 
the Sino-Japanese Treaty negoria- 
tions and the questions discussed 
had concerned mostly general prin- 
ciples. The two countrics were 
near neighbours and their relations 
were intimate. Thus many pro- 
blems had arisen which-were being 
studied. in a spirit of. friendliness 
and their points of view were draw- 
ing nearer as they proceeded. At

DISMISSAL NOTICES. 


- Despite the fact that certain 
assurances and .~ semi-promises 
were held out to the foreign off 
cers employed by the China Mer- 
chants’ Steam Navigation Co., that 
upon the resumption of the service 
cf tho Company they would be re- 
employdd, al! second officers and 
second and third engineers have 
received definite notice of. the ter- 
ninatfon . of their. engagements 
and are now thrown out of work, 
says the Shanghai Times.’ : 
Their places are to be taken by 
Chinese officers, and the men who 
have assisted in building up the 
compdny are to be thrown on to 
“the beach.” Coming, as does 
this announcement, at the same 
time as the presentation of certain 
extraordinary demands from The 
Chinese Seamen's Union in which 
there is a distinct anti-foreign 
bias, there. is only one conclusion 
te be drawn, namely, that there 
deliberate attempt to remove. 
oreigners from the pay rolls of 
ships under Chinese control.

Financial Losses. 


The history of the dismissal of 
these foreign officers, who, until, 
revently, were navigating the ships 
of the China Merchants - Steam 
Navigation, dates back to January

required. This sudden decision
